RULE I. 

II the meetings of this Society for Re- 
ligious Purpoſes, worſhip ſhall be paid 

to the ONE GOD AND FATHER of ALL, 
and to Him only,

| The doors of their place of meeting 
| ſhall be open to all perſons whatſoever, 
neither ſhall any of decent. behaviour be 
excluded from participating in the celebra- 
tion of the Lord's Supper; but none can 
be conſidered as permanent members, or 
entitled to a vote in any proceedings of the 
. Society, who do not ſubſcribe the Conſti- 
| tutional Rules. 


111. 
Until ſome other plan ſhall be adopted, 
ſervice ſhall be performed by Members of 
N the Society choſen as hereinafter mentioned. 
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From the liſt of names of thoſe Who bare 


already performed the ſervice, ſix perſons 


(or any other number which may be agreed 
upon) ſhall be choſen by ballot to do that 
duty for ſix calendar months; notice of 
ſuch election being given on the e 
preceding. 


Iv. 

Every new member of the Society, 
having firſt ſubſcribed the Conſtitutional 
Rules, may enter his name upon the Liſt 
of Readers; and when the number ſo 
choſen as above mentioned ſhall have com- 
pleted their term of duty, the new Mem- 
bers on the Liſt of Readers ſhall perform 
the ſervice in turn, before a new election 
18 made. 


V. 

The Lord's Supper ſhall be G 
the firſt Sunday in every other month, or 
at any other time which may be agreed 
upon by the Society; notice being given 


| thereof on the n N 


VI- 
Collections ſhall be made the laſt Sun- 
day in every month, to defray the neceſlar) 
expences of the Society ; notice being give 
thereof on the preceding Sunday. 


| VII. 

A Treaſurer and a Secretary ſhall bo 
appointed, at the ſame time, and in the 
ſame manner, as the Readers are choſen. 


VIII. 
It hall be the duty of the Treaſurer to 


receive the monies ariſing from the collec- 


tions, and to keep accounts of the expen- 


diture thereof, which accounts ſhall be 


made up and balanced previous to every 
new election.

It ſhall be the duty of the Secretary to 
keep records of the proceedings of the So- 


ciety; to prepare liſts for the election of 


Readers, Treaſurer and Secretary; and to 
lace in ſome conſpicuous ſituation a liſt of 
the Readers when choſen, in the order in 
which they are to do duty.

If any perſon, having entered his name 
as a Member of this Society, ſhall be guilty 
of any flagrant breach of Chriſtian Mora- 
lity, or Decency; or ſhall live in the habi- 
tual practice of groſs and ſcandalous vice, 
it ſhall be competent for the Society tc 75 


cide upon his expulſion, and the proc. 


ings thereupon ſhall be regulated in the 


lowing manner : An! 11 
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Any Member who is of « opinion that 
ſuch expulſion ought to take place, ſhall 
deliver a note to that effect, ſigned with 
his name, to the Secretary, deſiring that a 
ſpecial meeting may be called to take the 
matter into conſideration. Notice ſhall be 
given on the firſt Sunday after this requeſt 
thall have been made, and the time, place, 
and general purpoſe of the meeting men- 
tioned. Notice ſhall alſo be given to the 
perſon complained of to attend at ſuch 
meeting. The matter in queſtion ſhall be 
inveſtigated, and afterwards determined in 
the way of ballot; and, if the reſult be 
the expulſion of the party, his name ſhall 
be immediately eraſed from the liſt of 
Members; and if he be not preſent, notice 
ſhall be given him by the Secretary of the 
event of the proceedings. 


XI. 

On a requiſition of any three Members 
to the Secretary, he ſhall call a meeting of 
this Society, to confer upon any matter 
which they may think it neceſſary to pro- 
pole for diſcuſſion; and if it appear to re- 
quire the appointment of a Committee, 
ſuch Committee ſhall be choſen, either 


er va voce or by ballot, as may be thought 


cpedient, and ſhall be diſſolved as ſoon as 
he buſineſs for which it was appointed 1 18 


completed. a = This 
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This Conſtitution ſhall be ſubject to 
whatever alterations and amendments three- 
fourths of the Members of the Society may 
judge expedient, at any public meeting 
called for the purpoſe ; one month's pre

vious notice being given.
